In  submitting  my  seventh  Annual  Report  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Health  Department 
a,,So ^ isfactory  manner.  I  have  received  every  help  from  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Staff  and  I  thank  them  for  their 
co-operation  at  all  times.  Again  this  year  the  campaign  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  has  given  proof  of  its 
effectiveness  for  only  three  cases  were  notified  in  the  Urban 
Area.  .We  had  a  small  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  -  fifty-four 
cases  in  all.  The  general  health  of  the  population  has  been  good 
but  there  is  a  crying  need  for  more  houses,  as  we  have  some 
eight  hundred  persons  who  have  applied  for  houses.
